To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fiaxton  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  Sc  Gentlemen, 

There  was  a slight  rise  in  the  number  of  births  in  1971  but  the  birth  rate, 
particularly  when  adjusted  for  the  age  distribution  of  the  Fiaxton  Rural  District 
population,  is  consistently  lower  than  the  national  rate.  A rise  in  stillbirth  and 
early  Infant  deaths  this  year  would  seem  to  be  a chance  fluctuation  and  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  birth  or  stillbirth  of  a number  of  premature  babies.  When  the 
ratio  for  the  whole  Bulmer  area  is  compounded  there  is  no  excess  of  stillbirths  or 
infant  deaths. 

From  time  to  time  an  interest  has  been  expressed  by  members  of  the  Council  in 
the  provision  of  special  hones  for  aged  people  combined  with  a warden  service. 

This  is  an  arrangement  that  appears  to  have  worked  with  commendable  success  elsewhere, 
and  I would  earnestly  suggest  that  the  provision  of  such  a scheme  could  well  be 
looked  at  in  the  Fiaxton  District.  Provision  of  beds  in  hospital  and  other 
establishments  for  the  aged  will  not  in  my  opinion  be  on  a generous  scale  in  the 
foreseeable  future  and  with  the  accent  on  domiciliary  care  this  form  of  provision 
should  help  the  situation.

HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL 


Day  to  day  administration  of  the  health  service  in  the  areas  of  the  Rural  District  Councils  of 
Easingwold,  Flaxton,  Thirsk  and  Wath  is  centred  at  Easingwold.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Offices  were 
moved  to  the  new  Health  Centre,  Crabmill  Lane,  Easingwold.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  April  197k 
these  premises  will  be  taken  over,  together  with  the  service  carried  out  from  there,  by  the  new  Area 
Health  Board. 

The  area  has  a population  of  62,720,  largely  urban  and  suburban  where  adjacent  to  the  City  of 
York,  but  rural  in  the  remaining  northern  part. 

Your  Medical  Officer  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  with  the  County  Council  in  duties  with  the  Health  and  Educatien  services. 

Laboratory  facilities.  The  public  health  laboratories  at  Northallerton  which  has  served  the  North  Riding 
for  so  long  is  now  closed,  although  the  laboratory  at  Northallerton,  under  the  auspices  of  the  hospital 
authority  still  carry  out  routine  examination  of  milk  and  water  samples.  Examination  of  specimens  taken 
in  investigation  of  infectious  diseases  will  be  carried  out  either  at  the  hospital  laboratory  at  York, 
or  at  one  of  the  other  of  the  remaining  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

Dental  Service.  The  vacancy  of  a school  dental  officer  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  been  filled  and 
the  area  is  now  served  by  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  dentist,  work  is  carried  out  in  three  dental 
surgeries  In  schools,  and  at  Thirsk  Clinic.  Additionally  a very  well  equipped  mobile  caravan  is  used. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  Live  births  in  the  area  at  932  have  remained  virtually  unchanged  over  the 
past  3 years,  and  of  these  births  only  53  were  domiciliary,  a further  fall  to  half  the  previous  years 
home  confinements.  Illegitimate  births  were  36  representing  3.65 i which  compares  with  approximately  8>a 
for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  an  excess  of  Infant  deaths  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  area,  largely 
due  to  a rise  in  premature  births,  but  taking  the  area  as  a whole  infant  mortality  about  exactly  matches 
that  for  the  County  as  a whole. 

Attendances  at  County  Council  Infant  W lfare  Clinics  remained  almost  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year.  An  encouraging  growth  in  the  number  of  mothers  attending  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes  has 
occurred  and  only  the  lack  of  suitable  premises  available  preventing  an  even  more  rapid  expansion  of  this 
educative  effort. 

Nursing  Service.  The  following  tables  show  staff  employed  at  the  year  end.

One  full  time  combined  duties  nurse  is  appointed  but  has  not  yet  taken  up  duty.  The  official 
policy  of  the  Department  of  Health  & Social  Services  has  been  for  some  time  to  foster  the  attachment  of 
nurses  to  general  practitioners  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction.  Practices  In 
which  20  practitioners  work  have  firm  attachment  arrangements  involving  16  nurses,  but  further  progress 
would  seem  to  be  impossible  until  the  re-organisation  of  boundaries  takes  place. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


The  only  change  in  recommendation  for  Immunisation  has  been  the  abandonment  of  smallpox  vaccination 

as  a routine  procedure.  It  is  now  felt  that  as  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  is  rapidly  declining  in  the 

world,  and  the  number  of  infected  areas  decreasing  due  to  the  protective  effect  of  vaccination  in  those 
areas,  the  chances  of  casesbeing  imported  into  this  country  is  bound  to  continue  to  decline.  Provided 

travellers  abroad,  and  immigrants  are  properly  protected,  as  well  as  those  whose  duties  may  entail 

contact  with  any  case  e.g,  doctors,  nurses,  ambulance  staff  etc.,  the  spread  of  disease  can  be  prevented 
by  selected  vaccination  of  contacts  here.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  never  without  a slight  risk,  and  less 
morbidity  and  mortality  will  occur  by  the  abandonment  of  routine  vaccination.

Dcmestlc  Help  Service, 

This  service  became  the  responsibility  of  the  newSocial  Services  Department  on  1st  April,  1971, 
but  continues  to  be  operated  on  an  agency  basis  at  the  present  time  by  this  department.  There  was 
again  an  Increase  both  In  number  of  hours  worked  from  41,320  to  48,030  and  in  the  cases  helped  from 
223  to  247*  The  majority  of  these  cases  are  elderly.  Twenty  seven  of  the  recipients  paid  the  standard 
charge  of  38p  per  hour,  the  remainder  being  assessed  according  to  means,  many  of  these  being  free. 


Chiropody. 

One  full  time  and  one  part  time  chiropodists  are  employed,  654  persons  given  treatment  at  one 
or  other  clinic,  and  138  people  received  domiciliary  treatment,  3192  treatments  were  given  during 
the  year.  The  majority  of  cases  are  elderly  people  over  the  age  of  65  and  a charge  of  lOp  per 
treatment  is  normally  made.  At  least  two  full  time  chiropodists  are  required,  and  better  premises 
to  provide  a reasonable  service. 


Care  and  After  Care. 

The  Cpunty  Council  provides  many  forms  of  assistance  aimed  at  prevention  of  illness  or  to 
encourage  recovery.  Items  of  nursing  equipment  wheel  chairs,  lffting  devices,  ripple  beds  etc., 
are  provided  on  temporary  loan.  Each  year  an  increasing  sum  is  spent  on  the  provision  of  Incontinent 
pads  both  for  elderly  people  and  children  who  are  mentally  retarded  or  suffering  from  spina  bifida. 

Where  items  of  equipment  are  required  for  a prolonged  period  the  responsibility  for  supply 
becomes  that  of  the  BCbial  services  department  or  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 


Family  Planning* 

This  is  now  a direct  County  Council  service  and  has  operated  in  nuch  the  same  way  as  it  was 
functioning  in  previous  years  under  the  Family  Planning  Association.  Clinics  are  held  at  Huntington  and 
Thirsk,  and  members  have  continued  to  attend  the  F.P.A.  clinic  at  Yoik.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  the 
service,  and  the  new  Health  Centre  at  Easingwold  is  in  mind  for  sessions. 

Routine  Screening. 

The  Guthrie  test  is  carried  out  on  all  babies,  either  in  hospital  prior  to  discharge  or  at 
hone  soon  afterwards.  It  nay  be  that  in  the  future  the  test  applied  will  be  able  to  detect  conditions 
other  than  phenylketonuria. 

Cervical  cytology  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  at  sessions  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic,  and 
at  special  sessions  at  our  major  clinics. 

Children  in  school  are  seen  annually  by  a nurse  with  apparatus  to  test  vision  and  hearing  and  the 
service  brings  forward  a number  of  baby  cases  of  visual  or  auditory  defect  which  would  not  otherwise 
be  detected  until  the  routine  medical  examination  which  is  held  at  less  frequent  intervals.  The  health 
visiting  staff  continue  to  play  an  important  part  in  following  the  progress  of  all  children,  paying 
particular  attention  to  those  with  a history  which  places  then  at  risk  of  abnormal  development,  and  the 
assessment  of  hearing  Is  carried  out  during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Pre-school  Children. 

Responsibility  for  the  premises  of  the  Nursery  and  Child  Minder  Act  now  lies  with  the  department 
of  Social  Services  but  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  our  staff. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  1971 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  co-operating  once  again  with  your  Medical  Officer  in  presenting 
this  report  on  the  working  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Department  during  1971  and 
submitting  the  statistics  required  by  the  Departments  of  Health  & Social  Security  and 
Department  of  the  Environment. 

Now  that  virtually  every  dwelling  in  the  rural  district  has  a mains  supply  of  water 
and  is  served  by  a public  sewerage  system,  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  poorer  houses 
is  clearly  the  next  major  objective.  It  was  opportune,  therefore,  that  in  June  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  announced  that  improvement  grants  of  up  to  75^ 
would  be  available  for  house  improvement  in  development  areas,  including  our  rural 
district,  subject  to  completion  by  23rd  June,  1973.  A start  had  already  been  made  on 
identifying  those  houses  lacking  any  of  the  standard  amenities  and  this  survey  was  stepped 
up  so  that  the  owners  of  the  houses  concerned  could  be  helped  and  encouraged  to  take 
advantage  of  the  higher  grants. 

At  last  the  Council  were  able  to  enter  into  a Contract  for  a pumping  station  and 
rising  main  to  prevent  the  possible  flooding  of  New  Earswick  by  surface  water  run  off 
from  the  planned  extensive  building  development  in  Haxby  and  Wigginton.  This  permitted  a 
start  to  be  made  on  new  private  housing  and  over  half  the  new  houses  completed  during 
1971  were  in  these  two  parishes.  Work  on  the  scheme  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


A Contract  was  also  entered  into  during  the  year  for  a new  pumping  station  and 
rising  main  at  Rawcliffe  to  prevent  the  danger  of  dilute  sewage  entering  houses  on 
Shipton  Road  during  heavy  rain  due  to  surcharging  of  the  sewerage  system.  A start  was 
made  on  this  scheme. 

The  Department  was  kept  extremely  busy  during  the  year  but  we  were  fortunate  in 
having  no  changes  of  staff  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  teamwork.

The  area  is  supplied  partly  by  the  Ryedale  Water  Board  and  partly  by  the  York 
Waterworks  Company,  who  are  the  Statutory  Water  undertakers.  There  was  no  shortage  of 
water  in  any  part  of  the  area  during  the  year. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  only  four  dwellings  in  the  area  are  without  a 
piped  supply  of  water  in  the  house,  and  of  those  three  are  occupied.  They  are  all 
distant  from  public  mains  and  are  served  by  wells. 

FLUOR I EE  CONTENT 

Water  is  supplied  from  two  sources,  both  outside  the  Council's  control,  and  the 
Managers  of  these  undertakings  inform  me  that  the  fluoride  content  of  their  supplies  is 
as  follows:

SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  table  above  shows  that  over  9^*  of  the  dwellings  in  the  rural  district  are  served 
by  the  public  sewerage  system  and,  with  only  odd  exceptions,  the  256  new  dwellings  were 
built  in  areas  served  by  the  Rural  District  Council's  sewerage  system. 

Of  the  637  dwellings  not  connected  possibly  100  will  be  catered  for  by  the  schemes 
in  the  pipeline  for  Lilling  and  Sandy  Lane,  Stockton  on  Forest,  and  the  remainder  are 
Isolated  properties  unlikely  ever  to  be  capable  of  being  served  by  a public  sewer.

Many  of  the  visits  undertaken  during  the  year  were  in  connection  with  other 
matters  and  not  specifically  to  check  the  sanitary  accommodation  whl ch  Is  the 
only  thing  under  our  Jurisdiction  at  mechanical  factories.  Informal  notices  were 
served  in  respect  of  seven  premises  and  all  were  complied  with.  The  table  and 
Information  below  Is  that  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Employment  & Productivity.

There  are  tv;enty  four  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area,  host 
obtain  milk  direct  from  bottling  establi staents  outside  the  area  and  have  no  dairy  of 
their  own. 


IEAT. 

There  was  a 5}S  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  during  the 
year.  All  the  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  and  this  takes  up  the  whole  time  of  one 
Inspector. 

Whilst  the  table  shows  a relatively  high  propoprtion  of  disease  it  roust  be  remembered 
that  two  of  the  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  deal  entirely  in  unfit  or  fallen 
stock.  The  Inspection  of  this  type  of  carcase  presents  a difficult  task  in  which  experience 
gained  over  the  years  is  of  the  utmost  value. 

Sixty  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected  wi th  cysticerci,  and  were  treated  in  cold 
store  for  the  requisite  length  of  time.

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  70  premises  registered  in  the  area  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  No  complaints 
were  deceived  during  the  year  and  conditions  generally  appeared  to  be  satisfactory. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT.  1963. 

There  is  only  one  animal  boarding  establishment  in  the  area.  This  received  regular  inspections  and 
is  being  satisfactorily  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

SCRAP  I-ETAL  DEALERS  ACT.  1964. 

There  are  two  persons  registered  under  this  Act,  one  operating  from  premises  in  the  parish  of  Murton, 
the  other  at  Haxby. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district. 

NOISE  ABATE! ENT  ACT.  I960. 

Five  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  about  noise.  These  were  in  respect  of  a compressor 
and  cyclone  plant  at  industrial  premises;  mechanical  saws  and  grass  cutters,  and  household  electrical 
appliances.  All  were  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken  where  required. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956. 

The  Smoke  Control  Area  covering  the  area  of  land  scheduled  for  residential  development  at  Haxby  and 
Wigginton  now  has  270  occupied  dwellings  in  it. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADE  PREMISES, 


The  premises  of  O.W.  Hopwood  & Sons  continued  to  operate  without  giving  rise  to  quite 
so  many  complaints  about  smell  from  the  processing  plant.  This  was  part  due  to  the  absence 
of  really  hot  weather  and  part  due  to  some  improvement  in  the  condensing  of  the  fume.  However 
a planning  application  was  made  for  redevelopment  of  the  site  as  a hypermarket  and  a public 
local  inquiry  held  into  the  application  in  October.  It  Is  possible  therefore  that  these 
premises  may  close  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

PEST  CONTROL- 

The  service  provided  by  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9, 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily.  The  free  service  to  domestic  properties  resulted  in 
about  the  same  number  of  notifications  being  received  and  the  number  of  farms  on  contract  at 
a fixed  sum  per  annum  totalled  1+0.

Although  the  Council  have  no  responsibility  for  dealing  with  any  other  pests  apart  from 
rodents,  many  wasps  nests  were  removed  from  dwellinghouses  where  they  were  causing  a nuisance 
and  bats  were  also  dealt  with  in  one  or  two  properties.  There  still  seems  to  be  a need  for 
a good  mole-catcher  in  the  area  as  frequent  requests  for  advice  were  received.
